2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

The present invention is directed to a two-stage phasing plug assembly for loudspeaker. 
In the closest prior art, US Patent-5,1 17,462, Bie discloses a slightly similar structured phasing 
plug assembly, comprising: a phasing plug having a plurality of slot openings. But Bie fails to 
teach that the phasing plug assembly further comprising a second phasing plug having a plurality 
of slot openings, wherein a back side of the second phasing plug is adapted to associated with a 
front side of the phasing plug, and the plurality of slot openings of the phasing plug is juxtaposed 
to the plurality of slot openings on the second phasing plug to form a plurality of continuous air 
passages from as claimed. Those distinct features have been included to the sole independent 
claims and render the application allowable.
